Chicago, February 15.—An urgent 
plea for the proposed reciprocity 
agreement between the United States 
and Canada was made tonight by Jas. 


J. Hill, at the Chicago Association of 
Commerce at which. the question of 


reciprocity was discussed. Mr. Hill 
said in part: 
here ought not to be one vote 


in Congress or one voice in the coun- 
try against an arrangement worth 
mcre than armies and navies, more 
in dollars and cents than the acquisi- 
tion of other markets for which we 
are prepared to spend huge sums. 
Every man in public Hfe either knows 
or does not know the true value the 
effect of reciprocity. If he does not 
know, he is not fit for the responsi- 
bility he assumed, If he does know, 
afd yet opposes, he is Willing to sacri- 
fice the most important interests of 
his country and to close the greatest 
orportunity open to it in years for the 
sake of some private political advan- 
tages which he believes can be won 
by pandering to ‘ignorance prejudice. 
Every such man should be publicly 
judged, condemned and sent to the 
rear, 
May Introduce Sacrifice. 

“By the fate of ‘this treaty, our na- 
tional character will be tested; and by 
this vote upon it, each representative 
may be fairly and finally judged. If{ 
ita ratification involves some present 
sacrifice, it would bring compensation 
in increased growth and prosperity 
through all the years to come. Offer- 
ing instema ag it does, large und cer- 
tain advantages to both countries it 
skeuld be accepted with substantial 
unahimity and universal rejoicing. 

“for nearly half a century trade re- 
ciprocity the birthright and manifest 
destiny of both, has been denied. 
In both nations today,a thousand in- 
terests are calling for a closer and 
mcre definite commercial pact. From 
New England to the Pacific Coast and 
all down through the States of the 
Middle West, where the advantages of 
more Liberal trade relations are prac- 
tically apparent every day, the senti- 
ment for reciprocity is growing stead- 
ily. 

Look for Ulterior Motives, 

‘The proposed agreement is only 
the embodied voice of a mutually ben- 
eficial trade Intercourse, demanding 
its rightful freedom, Any opposition 
to a project so advantageous to the 
American people is so extraordinary 
that the nature and cause of it should 
be considered first. 

“It comes from three sources, two 
of which mey be summarily disposed 
of. Such of the monopolistic combi- 
nations as find their power to over- 
charge the people imperilled by reci- 
precity are naturally against it. The 
lumber interests more liberally treated 
in the new tariff act than was neceés- 
sary, protest against cheaper building 
Material for our own people. The 
paper combine, one dissolved by order 
of the Federal court, and now and 
always under suspicion, dares to ap- 
pear at Washington to fight the treaty. 

Entitled to No Consideration, 

“These and all similar objections 
are entitled to no consideration, As 
little worthy to ba heard are the men 
in publfie life who regard this measure 
as merely a grindstone on which to 
whet ‘the axe of political fortune. 
Meny of these are eagerly denouncing 
the treaty off hand tn the belief that 
they can first create a prejudice and 
then prosper by catering to it. It is 
one of the most familiar and meanest 
policies of the demagogue, 

“To this despicable scheme is due 
nearly all the objection raised any- 
where by the agricultural interests. 
Such of our farmers as oppose the 
treaty efther believe !gnorantly or 
have been made to believe that its 
effect would be to lower the price on 
farm products. This hue and cry cen- 
ties about the effect of reciprocity up- 
ou the price of wheat and barley 
grown in the United States, irk we 
dispose of the claim that these are 
likely to be lowered, then the whole 
ergument from the farm vanishes. 

Secretary of State Knox, 

“Though the people of the Unit- 
éd States and Canada @re a substan- 
tially homogenous people with deep 
moral and racial reciprocities, the 
benefits of the proposed commercin] 
reciprocity with Genada ought not 
to be obscured by the fear of rela- 
tions too cordial and conceivably

J. W. G. Morrison, secretary o° the 
Vermilion Board of Trade, has 
written to F. T. Fisher, secretary of 
the Edmonton Board of Trade, pro- 
testing against the persistent adver- 
tising of the north country to the 
exclusion of the country hearer to 
Sdmonton, particularly the Ver- 
milion district. His letter is as 
follows: 

(Copy.) 

Fr. T. Fisher, Secretary 
Trade, Edmonton, Alberta, 

Dear Sir,—Will you permit rac. to 
call your attention to a matter which 
I, in common with the other members 
of our board, think cOntaing an ele- 
ment of injustice to the older parts of 
this section of our province. You will 
no doubt have observed that there is 
a persistent campaign of advertising 
in connection with the Peace River 
and Grand Prairie countries. Speak- 
ing, personally I have nothing against 
this, but I do know that people nave 
ecme out of both districts thoroughly 
disgusted with them, and it was put 
up to me in this way: “You advertise 
the merits of these districts; you in- 
duce people to locate there, but you 
dad) not provide us ‘with any means of 
transportation. We have no roads, We 
have no railways and nobody knows 
When we are going to have any. We 
spend all our money to ket there aud 
when we locate then we find out just 
how things are but unfortuneteiy we 
cannot get out—we have to stay, be- 
couse we cannot do -otherwise.”” It 
would seem to me that the better 
pelicy would be to advertise those 
places easy of access, such as the Ver- 
milion Valley. We have here land for 
thousands of settlers; we have good 
roads, raiiway communication is at- 
tainable at different points, the ‘and 
is good, there is already an extensive 
local market; schools are available, 
and doctors near at hand, Let me 
point out to you that forty or fifty 
miles north of the town of Vermiliyn 
w? have a atretch of country the equal 
of which is not to be ‘found in either 
the Peace River or Grande’ Prairie

ecuntries and I speak advisedly on 
tie Matter. In the course of a year 
or two ‘this country wit be 
by a railway connecting Edmonton 
with Battleford. You will see that 
from the very start settlers have a 
chance to live and the prospects are 
of the very best. To me it would 
seem that ‘the Peace River is talked to 
death; tf has been an exploitation 
sround for magazine and newspaper 
vriters, but they could have secured 
material to equal merit almost any- 
Where in Alberta. It only requires on 
expansion of (he imagination to write 
@ graphic description of any country 
orany part of it. The building up of 
the Vermilion district would mean 
just as much to Edmonton as pouring 
your immigrants into the north dist- 
ricts. Mdmonton and the Edmonton 
press owe it to Vermilion, because 
Vermilion has helped and is today 
helping to build up your city. I am 
not fault finding; I simply wish to 
bring your notice to a matter which 
under the spell of the Peace River 
may have escaped you. 

Our suggestion is that efforts be 
made to fill up the older districts and 
gradually extend the work into the 
new ones, In this way only, tq my 
mind, can you settle the province as 
it really should. The Peace River 
Will take care of itseli when we have 
railway communication there, and that 
will be ample time tu send people 
there. In the meantime let us devote 
our energies to the districts that have 
already borne their part in the up- 
building of the province, and in this 
respect | unhesitatingly say Vermilion 
has its share. The carrying out of 
the suygestions here stated rest large- 
ly with the Edmonton Board of ‘Trade 
and its action in the matter will be 
watched with interest. 

I trust you will pardon the length 
of this communication but I believe 
the subject is deserving of it.

BEAR LAKE IN GRANDE PRAIRIE

Farming Operations This Spring —Entered the Country Many. Years 


Ago—Nine Years a Pur Trier. 


W. F. Bredin, member for Atha- 
basca constituency in the first legisla- 
tive assembly of Alberta, and a resi- 
dent of the north country for the last 
thirteen years, announces his inten- 
tion of moving to Grande Prairie this 
spring to start a farm on a section of 
land which he holds at Bear lake, 
Mr, Bredin has been farming for the 
last three years at Prairie river, near 
the western extremity of Lesser Slave 
lake. Here he owns-a quarter section 
of land. The country around Prairie 
river is most fertile, ag success in 
crop rateing there has shown, but the 
greater amount of land which he holds 
at Bear lake has caused Mr, Bredin 
to decide to change the location of 
his home. 

The farm at Prairie river will not 
be abandoned by Mr. Bredin. He 
has placed it in charge of Roche Goin- 
don, who will conduct it this year 
while Mr. Bredin goes on to the 
Gronde Prairie, The stock will re- 
main at Prairie river as Mr, Gredin 
does not intend taking any part of 
it to his new farm this year, 

"Mr. Bredin does not go now for the 
first time to farm in Grande Prairie, 
Years ago he entered that country and 
started farming. But the fur trade in 
which he was engaged took up the 
greater part of his time and atten- 
ticn, and he withdrew from his farm 
there. Mr, Bredin has been 13 years 
in the north. For nine years he en- 
geged in fur trading along with Jas. 
K, Cornwall, M.L.A. Four years 
ago Bredin and Cornwall sold out to 
Revillon Bros. The road into Grande 
Prairie from Spirit river was eut by 
Bredin and Cornwall some years 4Ko, 
When they took in cattle. 

One death at Lesser Biave lake from 
an epidemic of measles is reported by 
Mr. Bredin, Dr. Donald, the Indian 
arent stationed at Grovard, went to 
St. Johns on hearing of the epidemic 
among the Beaver Indians there 
From Dunvegan to St, Johns he trav-

Mr. Bredin is down from the north 
| for a few days. When he leaves the 
| city on his return it will be to go 
directly to Bear lake.

Constable Thomas, Brosseau, Sent- 
to a Year For Wholesale 
Forgeries. 


Herbert Thomas, a, costable of the 
R. N. W, M. P., 
ticne@ at Brosseau, was tried at Lam- 
oureux yesterday by His Honor Judge 
Noel, ‘on a charge of forgery, found 
guilty and sentenced to a year’s im- 


prisonment in the barracks at Fort 
Saskatchewan. Thomas pleaded guilty 
to eight other charges of forgery and 
was sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment on each charge, the sentences to 
rum concurrently. Ali the charges were 
of a similar character, that of forging 
the names of persons who had provid- 
ed him with meals and food for his 
horse free of cost, to receipts which 
he turned in as vouchers of expenses 
incurred while engaged in government 
business. The charge on which Thomas 
stood trial was that of forging the 
name of Joseph Levoy to a receipt for 
$1, on Noy. 6, 1910. Thomas claimed 
that he had offered Levoy money 
for the accommodation provided him 
and that it had been refused. He 
had then in the presence of his host, 
Levoy, written out the receipt upon 
which ‘the forgery charge had been 
brought against him, Levoy had made 
ne objections -to his name being sign- 
ed to it. Found guilty on the first 
charge, Thomas pleaded guilty to the 
other eight, which were of a similar 
character. He is a young man, but 
21 yeare-of age. Several of the wit- 
nesses who appeared for the prosecu- 
tior stated in their evidence that they 
censidered him one of the most dar- 
ing members of the force A short 
time before his own arrest he had 
arrested three Indians and a squaw 
who attempted to stand him off with 
loaded shot guns.

‘WAITING AT EDSON TO 


60 TO GRANDE PRAIRIE 


Several Families Preparing to Leave 
Over New Government Roa Upon 
its Compliction in Three Weeks’ 
Time—#ced Problem Solved. 


There are a number of families 
walting at Edson for the completion 
of the government road to Grande 
Prairie, one of which jeaves 
for the north, jis the statement of 
C, J. Robertson, just returned from 
Edson, Mr, Robertson hails from 
Brantford, Ontario, but has had a 
homestead in Saskatchewan, on 
which he has proved up. He is now 
soing to Grande Prairie to take up 
half-breed scrip, He will be fol- 
lowed by half a dozen of his ald 
neighbory from Brantford, all of 
whom expect to travel by thé new 
road from Edson, via Sturgeon Lake. 

Mr. Robertson came to Edmonton 
on the strength of reports that the 
foevernment road from Edson to 
Sturgeon Lake was entirely clear. 
He took train at Once for 
Where he collected all the informn- 
tion possible, After interviewing 
freighters, who haul freight out to 
the government gangs, and the road 
inspector, he is satisfied that the 
road is passable. They report the 
trail good now to the crossing of the 


today 


Athabasca. When the bridge over 
the Little Smoky is completed the 
road will then be open to within 


about seventy-five miles of Sturgeon 
lake Reyond thera government 
gangs are working, and, as announv- 


ed, three weeks will see the road 
through to Sturgeon Lake. Mr. 
McQuarrie, the jnspector of roads, 
on being interviewed, stated — that 


there was a good road almost two- 
thirds of the way. He did not ad- 
Vise people to go that way, but those 
who went would find jt a fairly pase- 
able road. 

According to Mr. Robertson's 
statement, the feed problem is no 
more serious than along the old 
route by the Landing, where feed js 
already becoming scarce... The 
necessity to take feed with one is no 
more pressing along the new route 
than the old, and the difference in 
distance is vastly in favor of the 
new road, The question of its 
passability is now the only matter fn 
doubt, and, according to the govern- 


ment inspector and experienced 
freighters, that is now satisfac torily 
settled. 


The success of these travellers will 
be watched with jnterest, for, in the 
event of it being proved that a satis- 
factory road is now open via Edson 
or Medicine Lodge, a good deal of 


the traffic would be diverted that 
Way.

SHEME JOCULAR REMARKS Mis- 
CONSTRUED BY SOME IN

Washington, Feb, 15—The semi- 
jocular remarks which Champ Clark, 
the Democratic speaker-to-be, made 
in the House yesterday during the 
debate on the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement to the effect that he be- 
lieved that the stars and atripes 
would one day float over the entire 


Western hemisphere stirred up 
most unexpected trouble today, 
President Taft wrote to Represen- 


tative McCall, Introducer of ihe reci- 
procity bill, depreciating the annexa- 
tion talk, He was more emphatic in 
his remarks to his visitors. The news 
that Mr. Clark’s allusions had creat- 
ed excitement in Canada and in Eng- 


land occasioned great surprise and 
considerable amusement at the Capi- 
tol. The man most surprised of all 
was Mr. Clark himself 

Mr. Clark's speech on reciprocity 
yesterday was delivered in a hal¢ 
humorous, half-taunting vein. The 
House was in laughter most of the 


time. In return for the jaughs, which 
he was creating at their expense 
some of the Republicans tried to turn 
the tables on Mr. Clark by chiding 
him with the fact that he might have 
the President as an opponent for the 
Democratic nomination, This hum- 
orous exchange reflected the spirit of 
the debate during the time Mr. Clark 
was on his feet and no one gave ser- 
ious consideration to his remarks re- 
farding the possible annexation of 
Canada at some distant time, 

They regard pis statements in the 
nature of a compliment to the Cana- 
dian people in that he would be glad 
to see the friendship that exists at 
present between the Canadian and 
people of the United States so ripen 
that all might some day be under one 
flag. 

Further Humorous Touch, 


There was a further touch of 
facetiousness to the debate when 
one of the Republicans asked Mr.

CPR. TO RUN FLEET 
TO THE WEST INDIES 


Chain of Summer Hotels in “:maica 
and Bermuda—Pacific Ey resses 
to be Put on This Run and Faster 
Ships on Pacific Line. 


Montreal, Feb, 15.—-Private  ad- 
Vices received in the city today from 


Jamaica show that the C.P.R. is now 


completing arrangements for the 
most important departure upon 
which the company has_ entered 


since it bought up the Beaver line of 
steamships end become a competitor 
in the Atlantic steamship trade. 

The new project is the establish- 
ment of a steamship line’ between 
the Maritime Provinces and the West 
Indies, via Boston, and the building 
up of a chain of summer hotels at 
St. John, N.B., Yarmouth, N.S., Jam- 
aica and Bermuda, equal in all res- 
pects to the chain of hotels which 
the company now has across Canada, 

Mr. Harris, assistant to Vice-presi- 
dent Bosworth, of the C.P.R., is now 
on his way to the West Indies, and 
according to the arrangements made 
there the whole scheme will be an- 
nounced at a meeting of the gover- 
nors of the various islapd colonies to 
be held at Jamaica (shortly after 
Mr. Harris's arrival. 

The establishment of this line ig 
expected to give an immense impetus 
to reciprocal trade between Canada 
and the West Indies, and also to open 
up an immense tourist trade. In 
order that the enterprise May start 
under the best possible conditions, 
the C.P.R. will use for the purpose 
the “Empress” steamships, now runn- 
ing betwen Vancouver and the Orient. 
These ships, which are built on the 
Sraceful lines of yachts, have great 
accommodation for freight, and are, 
moreover, perhaps, the most juxuri- 
ous passenger ships in the Canadian 


Marine. They are in every respect 
admirably suited for the Canada- 
West Indian trade. Already the 


company has two new liners on or- 
der for the Pacific business. These 
will be delivered next year, and 
then the “Empress of India” and the 
“Empress of China,” both of which 
are of 6,800 tons, will at once be put 
on the West Indian route. Two 
other boats are to be put on order 
for the Pacific trade, and when these 
are completed, probably the year 
after next, the “Empress of Japan" 
Will also be transferred to the West 
Indian route,

GOOD TEETH AN AID 
TO GOOD CITIZENSHIP 


Doctors and Dentists at Mecting of 
Medical Assoctation Agree in Trec- 
ing Many Evils to Faulty Teeth. 
Strongly Emphasize Importance of 
Care of Children’s Teeth, 


Last night at the meeting of the 
Central Alberta Medical Association 
an interesting discussion Was held on 
the question of denta! inspection of 
school children, 


Dr. McKidd of Calgary stated that 
the Alberta Medical Association of 
which he is president would meet at 
Edmonton during the Exhibition in 
August, 

At the present time there is a se- 
parate registration for each province 
but Dr, McKidd favored an tnterpro- 
vincial registration for all Canada 
and perhaps eventually a plan of re- 
ciprocity Whereby all Canadian doc- 
tors could practice in any part of the 
British Empire, A bill on this ques- 
tion has been before the HBuse of 
Commons but has been blocked by 
some petty action In Saskatchewan 
which should be censurd by the Al- 
berta Association. 

“Faulty mastication leads to faulty 
physical and faulty megtal develop- 
ment hence to faulty citizenship,’ 
said Dr, A. BK. Jamieson jn the course 
of an interesting paper on the dental 
eare of school children.

SASKATCHEWAN GOVERNMENT 
PRESENTS FAR REACHING 
PROPOSALS TO HOUSE, 


Regina, Feb. 15—Arising out of a 
resolution moved by Mr, Haultain in 
the Legislature this afternoon urging 
upen the Government the advisability 
of taking steps to secure the water 
powers and coal areas of the prov- 
ince, one of the most memorable de- 
bates in the history of the province 
took place today. Mr. Haultain spoke 
very briefly, merely emphasizing the 
need of some such step as he advo- 
cated in order to secure power and 
frel to assist in the development of 
the province. 
fcllows: 

Haultain’s Resolution, 

“That in the opinion of this House, 
the Government should take immedi- 
ate steps towards obtaining the con- 
trol of the unalienated coal area and 
water powers in the province with 
a view to the ultimate establishment 
of provincial development and trans- 
migsion of power for municipal, manu- 
fucturing and other purposes in the 
province, and of a cheap fuel sup- 


ply under control and operation of 
the Government.” 


Took House By Surprise. 

Following a spech by George Lang- 
ley, Attorney General Turgeon took 
the House completely by surprise by 
not only supporting the course out- 
lined by Mr. Haultain, but by main- 
taining that the House should go fur- 
ther and ask for the entire hinterland 
of Saskatchewan with an outlet on the 
Hudson Bay, and all lands in the pro- 


vince that were not required for 
homesteading purposes. To say that 
the House was taken by surprise 


would be to put it mildly, 

Both sides of the House, with the 
exception of the Government, were 
urdoubtedly staggered by the far- 
reaching character of the proposals 
set forth by Mr. Turgeon, who em- 
bodied the Government's policy in a 
lengthy amendment.

FIGURES OF GERMAN EMPIRE. 
New Census Shows That U.S. Has 
More Large Citles, 


Washington, Feb. 15.—Figures 
compiled from 1910 imperial Ger- 
man census show that there are 47 
cities In the empire having a popula- 
tion in excers of 100,000 and form an 
interesting comparison with the 
statistics of the thirteenth census of 
the United States, which shows fifty 
cities with this population.
